We were there 
and can report emphatically that 
what the governor said was as 
sincere and honest as could be ex- 
pected from a public official. 


The governor went on record 


with approximately 50 editors sit- 
ting in and explained his philos- 
ophy on dissemination of informa- 
tibn from public officials. 


At one point he wild this: 


"When a public official does not 
go all the way in giving facts on 
public business he should ex- 
pect to be under attack. If you 
have no fear and nothing to hide, 
you don't object to one or 50 re- 
porters. It's-my experience that 
only when officials have some- 
thing they want covered up do 
they develop an anti-press atti- 
tude." 
At another point in the discus- 


sion, he also said: "There is no 
excuse for any department of gov- 
ernment in failing, when the facts 
ore available, to make them avail- 
able immediately-on request."

a father fixation and that Jules 
was like a father to me. Jules 
was a boxer and a football player 
and had a wonderful build," she 
said, "but he didn't look like my 
father." 


Mrs. Small said she dropped'the

the matter out was a separation 
between Kenneth and me."

Chemical Plant Explosions 
Injure 52 in West Virginia 


Report Five 
Blasts Were 
Atomic-Like 


Pump Water From 
River to Control 
Raging Flames 


CHARLESTON, 
W. Va. 


(IP)—Tons of water pumped 
from the Kanawha river held 
ata bay today a dangerous 
chemical plant fire after a 
series of five day "atomic- 
like" explosions shook the 
countryside and injured at 
least 
52 • persons, 
Friday 


night. 


Company officials said as far as 


they could tell all personnel were 
accounted for. About 200 men were 
working in the Institute plant of 
the Carbide and Carbon Chemicals 
Corp., about 11 miles west of here, 
when a tank car exploded and set 
off a chain of four other blasts. 


A spokesman said today that 


there were no men caught in the 
blast area. "The fire is burning it- 
self out now," he added. 


Uncounted Damage 


About 40 of those hurt were em- 


ployes of the plant. The others in- 
cluded numerous persons cut or 
otherwise injured by glass and fly- 
ing debris. 


Uncounted property damage re- 


sulted iiom the blasts heard or felt 
within a 15-mile radius of the 
sprawling pla'nt in the heart of 
West Virginia's chemical valley. 
. It was more than five hours be- 
fore firemen got the upper hand 
on the huge 'fire in tho styrcnc 
plant. Until electric power could be 
restored and water pumped from 
the nearby river, the fire lagcd 
unabated. 


Homes Shaken 


Homes and business places were 


shaken and windows shattered in 
South Charleston, St. Albans, In- 
stitute and Dunbar, spotted a few 
miles apart along the heavily in- 
dustrialized river front. 


The original blast and four suc- 


ceeding ones spread fear and con- 
sternation throughout the area. At

sounded like ? roll of thunder. 


Neil Boggs, a Charleston Gazette 


reporter who witnessed atomic 
tests in Nevada while in the army, 
said the fifth and last explosion 
was "the biggest thiTig I've seen 
since the atomic bomb. It lasted 
about two minutes and gave off a 
terrific, suffocating, searing heat, 
but there was no shock wave." 


Four Injured

has made the decision to authorize 
informal United States participa- 
tion in this meeting because of its 
obligation to protect the welfaie 
of its citizens." 


An American source descubed

GENEVA— (/Pi—The United States opened direct negotialions with 


Red China today in an effort to obtain the iclcase of an estimated 83 
American civilians and military personnel detained in China. 


The exact number of those in- 


volved was not known by the U. S. 
delegation at Geneva, but an un- 
official 
breakdown indicated 54 


civilians and 29 military personnel 
were cither under arrest or were 
refused visas to leave. 


This was announced by the U. S. 


delegation to the Geneva confer- 
ence, shortly after the fust talks 
were held. It was the first direct 
contact the United States has had 
with Red China at Geneva. The 
United Stales previously had re- 
fused to deal with the Peiping re- 
gime, which it does not rccogm/.c. 


The U. S. representative at the 


talks was Alexis Johnson, Ameri- 
can ambassador to Czechoslovakia. 


No Recognition 


Later, a member of the Ameri- 


can delegation said the meeting 
with the Red Chinese "does not in- 
volve recognition of any sort." 


He explained that in the past the 


United States has always negoti- 
ated with its enemies on prisoners 
of war, "so why shouldn't we do 
it here?" 


The negotiations were opened en 


instructions from Washington, it 
was learned. 


There will be other meetings on 


the question, Informants said. 


The A m e r i c a n announcement 


continued: 


"As the United States docs not 


jecognize Communist China, the 
Biitish mission at Peiping has 
made many representations- in be- 
half of the imprisoned or detained 
Americans, none of which has been 
acted upon. 


"At Geneva, Mr. Treyelyan has 


conferred with members of the 
Chinese Communist delegation on 
this problem. In the course of these 
conversations, the Chinese suggest- 
ed to him that progress in this 
matter could only b« facilitated

WASHINGTON (/P)—Sen. 


McCarthy 
(R-Wis) claimed 


Loday the story told in long- 
secret monitored telephone 
calls "blows up" the army's 
case against him in his bitter 
battle with top Pentagon of- 
ficials. 


Before taking off for Ripon, Wis.. 


to make a speech marking the 
100th anniversary of the Republi- 
can party. McCarthy left no doubt 
that he regarded Friday's hectic 
developments as a prelude to final 
victory in the swirling controversy. 


He told newsmen that disclos- 


ures during the televised Senate 
probe Into the dispute of hitherto- 
unpublished transcripts of Army- 
monitored phone conversations, be- 
tween Senate Investigations sub- 
committee senators and Secretary 
of the Army Stevens, "blows up 
their whole case." 


The calls spilled into the hear- 


ing record one after another Fri- 
day, breaking a logjam over their 
release that-'had held them back 
since soon after the public In- 
quiry began April 22. 


Quotes Stevens 


The calls quoted Stevens. 1n a 


March 8 talk with Sen, Symington 
(D-Mo) shortly before the Army 
filed 
its 
"pressure" 
chaiges 


against McCarthy and his aides, 
as saying that the current reports 
of preferential tieatment for Pvt. 
C." David Schfne "were very "much* 
exaggerated." The Army's formal 
charges accused 
the McCarthy

for Schlne, a former consultant to 
the 
Investigations subcommittee 


headed by McCarthy. 


The calls nlso disclosed that 


Symington joined forces with the

Symington was quoted as advis-

This Back Yard Finds Space for Vegetable Plot. Patio, Flower 


Border and Play Lawn for Games. 


Before the last war the purpose 


of landscape planting in small 
home. grounds was considered to 
be the creation of a. picturesque 
garden, formal or informal accord- 
ing to taste. 


Today, emphasis is upon family 


use' of the outdoor area of the 
home. The "outdoor living room" 
which was a secondary feature of 
pre-war gardens has been expand- 
ed to take over the whole area in 
the rear of small modern homes. 
Emphasis is placed upon its use 
for rest, play or the practice of a 
hobby. 


Instead of priority being given to 


developing the "garden picture," 
the backyaid is now laid out for 
use by parents and children, and 
garden planting then arranged to 
decorate the grounds without inter- 
fering with that use. 


There are three features which 


are popular, a terrace or patio for 
outdoor dining, or other social ac- 
tivities; a vegetable garden.near 
the kitchen, where garden-fresh 
vegetables can be harvested, then 
cooked before their flavor is lost, 
and a play area, usually a lawn, 
which may be surrounded by a 
flower border. 


In such a layout on the average 


lot there is not room for many 
trees, shrubbery b o r d e r s , or 
hedges. If the use of the outdoor 
homo is to be successful, shade 
must be avoided, except on the 
terrace or patio, which are intend- 
ed for rest. 


Ovcrplanting 
of 
small 
home 


grounds with trees and shrubs is 
the most serious error that can be 
made. In a few years these plants 
may interfere not only with the 
recreational use of the grounds, 
but by competition for light and 
root area, they may destroy flower 
nnd vegetable gardens and eventu- 
ally destroy themselves. 


In front of the house the "new 


look" in architecture provided by 
modem houses built without base- 
ments and hugging the ground 
calls for a new look in the land- 
scaping planting dn front yards.- 


Foundation planting is a method 


of making houses set too high, 
seem lower than they are by "tic- 
ing Uie house to the ground." But 
modern one-story houses hug the 
ground already and do not need to

appear lower. If any planting is 
done in front of them It should be 
low and should make the house 
look wide, by emphasizing the hori- 
zontal line. Small houses especial- 
ly need this effect. 


Flower borders accomplish this 


purpose. They relieve the some- 
what severe lines which prevail in 
houses primarily designed for the 
comfort of the occupants rather 
than for outside appearance. 


Front yard flower gardens pro- 


vide an attractive view to enjoy 
from picture windows. Architects 
often arrange for two level plant- 
ings, one on the ground and one in 
boxes raised to a point just below 
the windows. 


When flowers are planted in 


beds each of a single. color, and 
all in harmony, the effect is in 
keeping with modern ideas of de- 
sign and decoration.

Old Buildings 
New House 
Buying Trend 


More houese will be bought by 


American families this year than 
in the all-time record year 1950. 
according to a survey conducted 
by the 
University of Michigan 


for the Federal Reserve board. 


This year, however, more older 


dwellings will be included in the 
total rales figures than was the 
case in 1950. One million older 
houses will be bought and 1.800,000 
new homes will be bought by A- 
merican families. 


There is considerable speculation 


among builders on the reasons why 
so many older houses will change 
hands. Some 
experts 
seem 
to 


think that it is because so many 
American families have taken ad- 
vantage of the new types ma- 
terials developed in recent years 
to modernize their older houses to 
give them a face-lifting that will 
put them in favorable competition 
with new houses on the sales mar- 
ket. 


Two rooms that date the nouse 


effectively are the kitchen and the 
bathroom. Today, through the use 
of such materials as prefinished 
wallpanels. these rooms can be 
modernized by the weekend handy- 
man so as to become selling points 
rather than handicaps 
when it 


comes to offering the house for re- 
sale. 


Prefinished wallpanels that come 


in large wall-sized sheets are made 
of tempeied hardboard with a 
baked enamel finish applied in the 
factoiy. These wallpanels are a- 
vailable in a wide variety of col- 
ors and patterns including wood 
grain, granite, marble, plain col- 
ors and lined patterns. The home 
handyman in many cases will do 
his own work in 
refinishing

room with these prefinished wall- 
panels which are applied directly 
to almost any smooth and dry wall 
or ceiling surface. 


INSULATE 2 INCHES 


Beyond 2 inches' thickness, insu- 


lation usually cannot stop enough 
additional heat loss in the home to 
repay its additional cost. A 2-inch 
thick blanket insulation that does 
not completely fill up the space is 
generally advisable. 


The air spaces 'created on both 


sides of the blanket form added 
barriers to heat loss. Paint failure 
or rotting of wood due to condensa- 
tion are prevented if the insula- 
tion selected has an aluminum 
vaporseal cover.

Authorities Have Chance to 
Improve Public Highways 


Highway users, meeting in Washington for once heard 


a cheerful forecast on the subject of road building. They 
were told tha7 from now on there ought to be a rapid in- 
crease in construction.

The prophet was Albert Bradley, chairman of the Na- 


tional Highway Users' conference. He says the roadblocks 
that havlbeen in the way for the past 12 years have been 


reGowrAment controls, high interest rates on the financ- 
ing projects, insufficient manpower and shortages of such 
vital materials as steel are among the deterrents lately elimi- 
nated.

If Bradley is correct in his appraisal, then the mere mo- 


torist, looking at the nation's highways from something less 
than a detached view, can only murmur: 
It is none too 


By now it is a commonplace that the country hasn't been 


keeping up either' with the need for new highways or the 
maintenance of the old. Were it not for the continuing trend 
toward boldly engineered turnpikes, the highway picture to- 
day would probably be much blacker. 
Obviously this trend is gathering pace, and before too 


many years it may be possible to drive over turnpike routes 
from New England and New York to Denver and Dallas, as 
well as southward to Miami from the East and Midwest. 
*

But these roads are financed by sale of revenue bonds 


to the public, not through regular government funds. In the 
absence of an imaginative attack on highway problems by 
others, the authorities who favor turnpikes are bound to 
carry the day. This kind of road expansion will go on. 


Yet it is fair to ask the question: How far? The travel- 


ing public has shown a willingness to pay for smooth, unim- 
peded progress on roadways engineered to match the present 
day automobile. But a highway network is more than a few 
turnpikes, more even than a few per state. 


What it gets down to is that the federal and state gov- 


ernments must modernize and recast their thinking to de- 
velop a truly adequate plan for financing the vast highway 
improvements which must go hand in hand with the growth 
of turnpikes. 
Bradley says the bars to this sort of development are 


now down. It remains to be seen what public authorities can 
do to translate this opportunity into the reality of a fully 
modern highway network for the United States. 


Blotting Out Beria Is Rewrite Job 


The liquidation of "traitors" on the Moscow pattern 


sounds at first blush like a pretty simple process. You just 
take them out and shoot them. But it really isnt' quite that 
easy.In the Soviet Union, liquidation is "a two-stage affair. 
First you hold a phony trial which winds up in the execution 
of the fellow marked for oblivion. But then you must also 
rub him out of the history books. 


Take the case of the late, unlamented Lavrenti Beria, 


once head of the Russian secret police. It's been some time 
now since Premier Malenkov and associates finished off this 
prime "enemy of the state." But blotting him out of Russian 
history couldn't be done in a day. 


Beria was a highly important figure in top Russian coun- 


cils all through the late thirties, the forties and into the 
fifties. 
All approved accounts of Soviet events mentioned 


him prominently and favorably. * Now all this must be un- 
done. 


It is not enough for the average Russian to understand 


that Beria "became a traitor." His name must be eradicated 
from every printed page. The part he played in the Commu- 
nist story must be forgotten by the Soviet masses. The new 
histories, coming off the presses must make it seem to all 
that Beria never existed. 


In many ways this is the weirdest, most unreal aspect of 


modern totalitarian society. It is a tyranny of transient atti- 
tudes and opinions. And as they change, the whole of Rus- 
sian history must change to fit the newest approach. 


If there were some kind of mental Olympic games, the 


Russian rewriters of history would surely capture all prizes 
for gymnastics.

Fla* Day Coming Up . . Show Your Colors . . New Constellation . . Symbolic Banner . . 21st Star

This will be our piece for Flag Day. a bit earlv >«>' 


it will serve as a reminder that June it i» iiie next day 
to unfurl "Old Glory." 


A number of organizations arc urging all Americans 


to remember to display the flag on all appropriate occa- 


sions. Such campaigns should no^be 
necessary, but from personal observa- 
tion, it appears that many of us are 
prone to forget the patriotic etiquette 
we may have learned In school. 


Checking into the rules for proper 


display of the flag, we were surprised 
at how many days the flag should be 
flown. They are New Year's Day, In-

Dlxon's observance of Flag Day will be highlighted 


by a parade and program sponsored by the Elks lodge. 
Tho parade Is scheduled to begin at 6:30 p. m., and the 
program will be held at the Elks lodge after the parade. 


The line of march and details of the program will be 


announced next week. The Elks activity is part of a na- 
tionwide campaign which has the slogan "Show Your Col- 
ors" on Flng Day. 
The aim is to have the flng dis- 


played publicly before each home, office and factory 
building in the community to mark the 177th anniversary 
of the birth of the flng..

Flng Day marks the anniversary of the action by the 


Continental Congress establishing the flag much as we 
know it today. 


The Congress on June 14, 1777, resolved "that the flag 


of the United States be 13 stripes alternate red and white, 
that the union be 13 stars white In a blue field represent- 
ing a new constellation." 


Various groups observed Flag Day during the 1870s 


and 1880s, but the standard holiday generally dates from 
1894 when an Illinois corporation, the American Flag Day 
Association, wns organized.

Probably few people realize that each feature of the 


flng Is symbolic. A member of the committee appointed 
by tho Continental Congress to design a flng for the 
fledgling republic described the significance of the parts 
of the flng as follows: 


Tho Mars of thn new flag represent tho new 


constellation of States rising In the Wrst. 
Tho 


Idea was taken from tho constellation of Lyra, 
which in tho land of OrphPim algnlflM harmony. 
Tim blue In tho field wiw taken from the edges' 
of tho Covenantor'^ banner. In Scotland, signifi- 
cant of tho lenguc-covcnnnt of the United Colonlea 
against oppression, Incidentally Involving the vir- 
tues of vigilance, perseverance and justice. The 


Mars were deposed in a circle symbolizing the 
perpetuity of tho Union; the ring, like the ser- 
pent of the Egyptians, signifying eternity. Tho 
thirteen stripes showed with the stars, the num- 
ber of tho United Colonies, and denoted tho sub- 
ordination, of the States to the Union, as well a* 
equality among themselves. The whole was tho 
blending of the various flags of the army and the 
whlto ones of tho floating butteries. The red col- 
or, which in Roman days was the signal of defi- 
ance, denoted daring; and the white purity.

Until the recent discussion of how to arrange tho 


stars when (and if) Hawaii and Alaska become states, 
many of us, particularly of the younger generations, had 
almost forgotten the flag has not always been as it Is 
now. 


The original authorization for a flag was not specific 


enough to insure a standardized banner. 
The one that 


missed the mark most completely may have been the 
Gullford flag carried by the North Caroline" Militia in 1781. 
It had red and blue stripes with a white field. Thirteen 
blue eight-pointed stars were arranged in three rows on 
tho white field. 
Another flag had white seven-pointed 


stars arranged on a blue field. There were seven white 
stripes and six red. The Third Maryland Regiment ar- 
ranged 12 stars in a circle with the 13th in the center.

The addition of new states to the Union soon resulted 


In a flng with 15 stars and 15 stripes, and it was thnt 
form which Francis Scott Key saw when he wrote "The 
Star Spangled Banner" in 1814. 


Prompted by the realization that a new stripe for 


each new state would make an unwieldy design, a discus- 
sion began in 1816 and lasted for two years on how to 
provide for the new states. A bill was passed by Con- 
gress and signed by President Monroe In 1818 providing 
that 13 stripes would forever represent the 13 original 
colonies, and only a star would be added for a new state. 


Illinois was the first state admitted to the Union after 


tho passage of the bill. In the flng of today the star 
representing Illinois is in the third row from the top, the 


fifth star, counting from the flag staff.

It's interesting to note how much time passed before 


our armed forces began using the Stars and Stripes as 
the national colors. The Infantry began first in 1841. 
The date for the Marine Corps is 1876, and the Cavalry 
followed that by 11 years.

through the years, but the description given by George 
Washington still applies: 


We t:iko the stars from heaven, the red from 


our Mother Country, separating it by white stripe, 
thus showing that we have separated from her.

Take Stock of Dairy 
Product Use This Month 
i 


By JUNE L. PILGRLM 


Junt is National Dairy month—a good timt to take stock Of how 


you ar« using 'dairy products tor all the fine contributions of good 
health they provide. Young and old have a need for the mineral cal- 
cium which is located in milk and cheese and is our most inexpensive 
source. Does your family drink 2-3 glasses of milk every day? Or eat. 
the equivalent in cottage cheese, processed cheese. 
custards, etc.? 
> 


One of the favorite ways folks like to get their 


milk is through a dessert dish of icebox, cheese cake. 
Here's one you make with smooth creamed cottage 
cheese or with baker's cheese. 


Put this cheese filling into a pan lined with a 


graham cracker crust. Soak 2 tablespoons plain gel* 
atin in % cup water. In a double boiler prepare a 
custard made from the following ingredients: ft cup 
milk, 2 egg yolks, \k cup sugar and 1 teaspoon salt, 
gtir' the custard during heating (cook at medium 
Jun* Pilgrim 


heat). When it begins to thicken, add the gelatin and beat until smooth. 


Cool the custard in cold water. Then stir into it 2 cups of seasoned 


baker's cheese or smooth creamed cottage cheese. For seasoning, use 
a teaspoon each of grated lemon rind and pure vanilla extract, plus 3 
tablespoons lemon juice. If you use cottage cheese, be sure to put it 
through a sieve first to break all the curds. 


Into the mix you now have, fold 


1 cup of heavy cream that has 
been whipped and sweetened. Last 
of all, fold in 2 egg whites that 
have'been beaten until stiff. Fill 
'the pie shell, sprinkle with a few 
crumbs left from the shell and 
then chill for six to 12 hours before 
you serve it. * * * 


Another way to. eat milk is 


through a dessert souffle. Make a 
thick white sauce using 4 table- 
spoons butter, 5 tablespoons flour, 
3i teaspoon salt and l cup milk. 
Cool. Separate the whites and yolks 
of three eggs. Beat egg yolks and 
add to the cooled white sauce. Stir 
until well blended. 


Add >/& cup sugar and 1 teaspoon 


of vanilla and beat until it is 
smooth and'creamy in consistency. 
Beat the 3 egg whites until stiff 
but not dry. Fold the whites into 
the sauce. Pour into greased cas- 
serole. Set in a pan of hot water. 
Bake 1 hour at 350 degrees. Serve 
plain or with a soft custard sauce. 
* • • 


Cottage cheese, one of our very 


important dairy foods, can be used 
instead of meat in your family 
meal planning. The two foods dif- 
fer little in mineral content; cot- 
tage cheese has more calcium than 
meat and meat has more iron. 


Cottage cheese can add food 


value to fruit and vegetable salad 
plates and is an ideal filling for 
sandwiches. 


Here are some sandwich combi- 


nations. Try combining with cot- 
tage cheese such dried fruits as 
raisins, dates or prunes, or try 
chopped green or stuffed olives; 
preserves, jam, marmalade 
or 


honey; sliced or chopped, cooked 
bacon; finely chopped 
pickles; 


chopped hard-cooked eggs; diced 
tomato; chopped nuts; relish, and 
chopped celery. 


Cottage cheese is a wonderful 


accompaniment to fruit salads. It 
makes a salad hearty and can 
often become a main dish for a 
lunch or supper. Serve cottage 
cheese with pineapple, peaches, 
apricots, prunes or pears. The 
fruit may be cut up into fairly 
large pieces, mixed with the cot- 
tage cheese and served on lettuce, 
or it may be served on slices of 
pineapple, halves of peaches, apri- 
cots, or pears.

fering from a "national neurosis" 
of self-doubt and may be at the

"That we are not invulnerable 


. . . is, 1 think, demonstrated by 
many symptoms," he said, "of 
which McCarthyism ... is only 
one." 


The 1952 Democratic nominee 


for president told a bicentennial 
conference of Columbia university 
he has been disturbed "by what 
seems to me the chorus at home 
and abroad of irrational criticism, 
abuse and mistrust of America, its 
motives and its peoples. 


"I don't mean just the ... at- 


tacks on academic freedom, the 
pressure for conformity, our fail- 
ures in the field of foreign affairs, 
or the present wretched manifesta- 
tions in Washington of our national 
neurosis," he said in a prepared 
address.

Although he did not say so. the 


'manifestations" he referred to 
apparently were the hearings in- 
volving the army and Sen.

"Rather I am talking about 


malice, distemper and the new 
fashion of being cynical, sarcastic 
and skeptical about America, or 
about fellow Americans in large 
groups . . ." 


"What's the matter with us, any- 


"The usual diag- 
nosis is ignorance and fear . . . 


"But I wonder if all these alarm-

deeper; of a moral and human 
crisis in the Western world which

Priest Tells 
Of Terror in 
Chinese Jail 


HONG KONG l;H— For 21 months 


In Shanghai's Ward Road jail Hun 
garian Priest John Havas refusec 
to sign a Communist - prepared 
"confession." 


Freed at last, he gave this ac 


count of his suffering: 


The Reds said he was a spy 


rumor monger, a cuiscr of Red 
China's leader, Mao Tze-Tung. 


"If I am guilty, punish me," he 


said endlessly, "but I will not sign 
anything." 


He was questioned daily. He was 


locked in a tiny chair before a 
judge on a high bench and kept 
there for hours. He was put in 
solitary confinement without bath- 
ing water until covered with sores. 
He was kept in his cell for weeks, 
not even being allowed to go to the 
lavatory until the stench in the 
cell was almost unbearable. 


No Blanket 


He endured half a Shanghai 


winter without a blanket-but he 
would not sign. 


He was brought to an assembly 


center last May 13, with other pris- 
oners and brought before a judge 
for one last effort to get him to 
sign. 


A paper was handed him. It was 


a confession that he hud cursed 
Mao Tze-Tung. 


"I have refused to sign for 21 


months, and I will not sign now," 
he told the court officer, who 
shrieked at him "It is an order of 
the government." 


The officer drew his pitol and 


advanced on him. Havas faced 
him, saying: "If you wish to shoot 
shoot. If you wish to, behead me. 
I will not sign." 


Dumped at Border 


With that he was roughly thrown 


into a car. hustled to a depot and 
put on a train under guard. They 
put him off near the border and 
two days later he walked across 
Lowu bridge into Hong Kong. 


Another Roman Catholic priest, 


the Rev. Georges Bureauagrd. 41, 
of Maneville. Quebec, who was ex- 
pelled from Red China last month, 
said today that a Communist court 
had tried to force him to disclose 
information he had received in 
confessions. 


"I told the Communist judge I 


had received 50.000 confessions in 
China that I would never tell him 
or anyone else one word of what 
was in them," he said. The court 
dropped the subject, but "grilled" 
him for days on other subjects 
thereafter, he told newsmen.

He was 13 years 
old." 


Peter Yadlowsky graduated from 


the U. S. Naval Academy Friday 
along with 851 classmates. But the 
navy has said that he and two oth- 
er midshipmen—Harold I. Pollack, 
Hartford, Conn., and Paul Shimek 
jr., Hazcn, Ark.—cannot be com- 
missioned until security checks on 
them are completed. Meanwhile, 
the three were to go home and 
wait the outcome of the investiga- 
tions.
